“SIR” CHARLES ASHLEY. 


An English Nobleman Traveling Wild a 
Valet Alleges He Has Beeu 
Victimized, 


The Curious Story of a $12,000 Rob- 
bery of Jewels on Washington 
Avenue. 


Raising the Wind by an Advertise 
ment— Lord ‘Ya’as-You- 
Know’’ Tells a Tale. 


Chief McDonough’s Disclosures as to 
the Aristocrat’s Dealings with 
Pawnbrokers. 


Readers of the POST-DISPATCH of the 17th 
inst. may have noticed the following rather 
queer advertisement which appeared among 
the Personals: 

OAN—$250 wanted at once; $50 will be willingly 

given as bonus for the private accommodation, 

and undoubted security deposited. Address Alpha, 
this office. 

That somebody did notice it,and,acting upon 
its suggestions, feather his own nest toa con 


siderable degree, the following story will show: 
The gentleman who inserted the ‘‘ad’’ visited 
this office yesterday, and with considerable 
emotion prepared the following effusion 

which graced the advertising columns: 

F the gentleman who last Satur ay night took from 

bed-room on Washington avenue, presumably 
while under the influence of drink, a satchel, purse, 
and two pocket books, containing jewels, securities 
papers and over Sc cash. If jewels. securities and 
papers are returned, the cash may be kept for the 
trouble, andno questions asked. If not returned in 
a few days, 55, 000 reward will be offered for the ap- 
rehension and convietion of offender, he being 
nown and traced with jewels. ° 

These aré the first and last chapters of what 
Bret Harte would call a ‘‘condensed novel,’’ 
butthe intermediate developments are very 
interesting, and they ord a good 
example of how people can some times 
acquire considerable money without having 
any great ability for holding on toit. The gen- 
tleman who inserted both notice, called at the 
POST-DISPATCH office this morning to see 
whether anybody had come around and de- 
posited the jewels, as pet his request 
of yesterday, and while waiting for 
the aforésaid miracle to happen he 
unfolded a tale that is almost too surprising to 
be believed., He is a typical Englishman, with 
a heavy blonde moustache and full beard and 
side whiskers ofthe same hue. He is small of 
stature, stoutiy built, and his generalappear 
ance is not that of a man who couid be 
hood-winked in the style which he explains, 
though he stoutly aversthatsuch was the case. 
He saysthat heisadiamond merchant from 
England, and that he was lately around in the 
city. He stated that he had met a gentieman 
lately with whom he had a business 
transaction, and that this was the 
gentlemen who tricked him. He was very reti- 
éent about the nature of 2he business, but af- 
ter little questioning he acknowledged that he 
was the author of the first advertisement ask- 
ing for a loan of $250. Hesaid that he was a 
little short of money ;that he frequently bought 
jewels and jewelry trom pawnbrokers; that 
he was in need of money, 
and saw a chance where he could turn it over 
in a short time, and that he was willing to pay 
for it at the usurious rate mentioned. He had 
a large stock of jewels with him, and these he 
could use as collateral. In answer to the ad 
vertisement a party who used paper with tne 
Lindell Hotel head, and who signed himself 
David W.Kirk, wrote to the diamond merchant. 

The latter answered and made an appoint- 
ment for Saturday morning at the Lindell. 
There he met Mr. Kirk, whom he describes 
as a tall youne gentleman, apparently 32 years 
of age, very distinguished in appearance and 
wearing a long blonde mustache with side 
whiskers. 

‘*Kirk’’ said that he was a superintendent of 
some railway, the name of which has escaped 
the diamond dealer’s memory; that he lived 
with his wife and two children on Garrison 
avenue, and better still, that he had $260, which 
he would lend on 5 security. That was 
just what was wanted. The security was pro- 
duced in the shape of a diamond ring, which 
„Kirk“ was unwilling to take unless he had it 
properly valued. A trip was made to Bau- 
man’s and to Jaccard’s stores, and at both 
places the diamond man alleges 
that they were told that the 
ring was worth at least $400. Nevertheless, 
„Mr. Kirk’’ was not satisfied, and the party 
of the second part alleges that he turned over 
to him a braceletin addition to the ring, re- 
ceiving in return the $450. The business over, 
the gentlemen devoted their leisureto sight- 
seeing. They dined ether, andin the even- 
ing visited the theater. Mr. ‘‘Kirk’’ 
had all the appearance pf a man of means. He 
wore a culious watch chain. made up of a sad- 
dle, bit and bridle, ingeniously joined together, 
and which must have been worth at least $200. 
He was a most engaging man, and was 
urgent in pressing 18 friend to 
call upon bim at his home on Garrison avenue. 
After the theater was over the diamond man 
says that he asked his friend to come to his 
room on Washington avenue. He did so. They 
had a jolly good time together, and as the hour 
was late when the symposium was over, Mr. 
„Kirk“ was invited to remain over night. 
He ed. Both parties retired. In the 
morning the diamond dealer awoke to find that 
his friend ‘‘Kirk’’ was no sluggard, but had 
arisen previously. He says that he suspected 
nothing until he looked around and found that 
alarge amount of property was missing. A 
satchel] containing papers, notes and securities 
with alarge amount of valuable jewels, had 
gone glimmering. His clothes had been thor- 
oughly searched, and all they contained, among 
them several cases filled with jewels, had fol- 
lowed suit. He had lost at least $12,000 worth 
of property. Among the articles which he says 
were taken wasalarge unmounted sapphire, 
weighing twelve carats, pure in color and 
valued at £1,000; a smaller sapphire, 2}; carats 
in weight, value $400; more than a dozen 5 2 
mond and emerald rings, rangi in val 
from $250 to $400; a large black pearl pin, egg- 
shaped, and worth at least $400; a cane- 
head, set with over 240 precious 
stones and very costly, and several 
other unmounted stones and other articles of 
ewelry, some of which he cannot now recall.

WHAT THE JEWELERS SAY. 

Mr. Ashley called at the store of L. Baumagr 
& Co., 314 North Fifth street, last week and ex- 
hibited a valuable emerald which he wished to 
have valued, apparently for the satisfaction of 
a gentleman who accompanied him. Mr. 
Kurtzeborn states thatthe stone in question 
was worth about $500. These two also called at 
Jaccards’s, corner of Fifth and Olive streets, 
and there Asbley exhibited a number of stones, 
some of them very valuable. These stones 
were in heavy English settings of 
foreign manufacture. A large sapphire 
stone particularly attracted the attention of 
the salesman, who states that the jewel in 
question was worth about $500. He promised 
to call again, and claimed to havea large 
amount of jewelry in his session. He is an 
expert in the valuation of precious stones.

THE DAVIDSONS DEFEATED. 


Keokuk Packet Assignment Can 
: Not be Released. 


“The Property Remains Tied Up in Charge 


of the Receiver. 


Judge Adams this morning delivered his 
‘anxiously-looked-for decision in the case of 
the Keokuk Northern Line Packet Company. 
The corporation, assignor, joined by what are 
claimed to be creditors of the estate, to the ex- 
tent of about $145,000, moved the Court for an 


order requiring the assigece 
over all his right, title and 


interestin the property assigned to the as- 
signor, and in consideration thereof offered to 
give a bond with condition to pay all debts 
which may ultimately be allowed against the 
estate, or otherwise to secure the payment of 
all such debts in any manner satisfactory to 
the Court. The motion was resisted by the as- 
signee. The evidence heard in court on the 
motion indicated that all the debts and claims 
against the assignor and the corporation do not 
exceed $185,000. As no inventory or appraise- 
ment of the assigned estate have yet been made 
it was impossible for the Court to determine 
the quantity or quality of the assets, and as no 
hearing of claims has yet been had by the as- 
signee it was impossible for the Court with any 
accuracy to know what the indebtedness of the 
estate amounts or whether any of the 
claims are just. With this conceded uncertain- 
ty as to the estate and indebtedness, for the 
purpose of providing again the obvious embar- 
rassments arising therefrom the bond was 
offered and upon that security the Court was 
asked to make the order of release. 

In the case of January vs. Powell, assignee, 
29 Mo.243,the Supreme Court held that matters in 
which the Circuét Court can control the assignee 
are all stated in the _ statute, and 
there is no warrant for going further. This 
case is also authority for the doctrine that an 
assignee under the assigninent law is not, like 
a receiver, subject to the Court's direction in 
all matters pertainingto the estate. He is not 
in any proper sense an officerof the Court. He 
receives neither his appointment nor his an-

and provisions he agrees to by the act of ac- 
ceptance ot the trust. The statute neither 
enlarges nor diminishes the obligation and 
duties on the one hand or the individual rights 
on the other, butin few respects only inter- 
poses through the instrumentality of the courts 
a protection for the beneficiaries in the as- 
signed estate. The assignee being required by 
law to give a bond for the faithful 
execution ot the trust ‘‘contfided to him’’ by 
the deed is left to perform that trust in his 
own way and at his own peril, except in so far 
as the statute by express enactment subjects 
him to the supervising control of the court. It 
is believed that the foregoing views,’’ says 
Judge Adams, ‘‘sanctioned by the Supreme 
Court preclude the assumption or ex- 
ercise in an assignment proceeding 
of any general equity jurisdiction over the as- 
signee or over the estate in his hand. What- 
ever therefore this Court might do in this mat- 
ter, if it possessed equity jurisdiction over the 
assignee, it seems clear that as its jurisdiction 
is solely conferred by the statute, itcan only 
make such orders as the statute authorizes. 
The Court holds that clause 
2 Section 395, 5 Bas 1879, 
relates to doubtful or contingent interests in 
property claimed to belong to the assigned es- 
tate, but to which property other persons as- 
sert an adverse title. As to such interests 
power is conferred upon the Court upon the ap- 

lication of the assignee, to order a comprom.- 
ise and a consequent release, instead 
of compelling the assignee to litigate 
the right, as otherwise he would at his peril be 
bound todo. But this course seems to be left 
optional to the assignee to resort to it or not, 
according to his conception of his duty, with 
due regard to his individual liability for the 
proper administration of the trust. If it was 
intended by the Legislature to authorize 
a release or reconveyance of an 
entire vested estate by the 
assignee to the assignor or anyone else for a 
consideration, it would seem to be an equiva- 
lent of section 386, which confers full power to 
make a sale of vested rights of all kinds, and 
would therefore, in that particular, be surplus- 
age and accordingl{ incorrect. The assignee 
contracted by accepting the deed to 
administer the property assigned and 
no other property, and possibly 
this is met with the sureties’ reasonable objec- 
tion that they undertook to guarantee the 
faithful administration of the assignee of the 
trust in the deed and no other. The Legisla- 
ture never intended to do anything more than 
authorize the felease to an adverse claimant 
of a doubtful interest. Thelast clause of the 
section in question provides in sub- 
stance that the application for an 
order of disposition of property 
under this section shall be made bythe as- 
signee, or rather that the assigneejshall be the 
mover in procuring such an order. If the 
assignee who holds the legal title to the estate 
and is responsible therefor to many benefleia- 
ries in their just and equal proportion is pre- 


ared and willing to take the hazard of releas- - 


ng, as for instance when the trust 
is claimed to pe fully performed 
by a settlement with all the creditors, or if the 
assignee, with his rights and obligations, is 
willing to.change and modify that estate and 
to administer another, upon his application 
the Court may be authorized to make such or- 
ders, but not otherwise, unless, perhaps, in 
case of a full settlement or other expiration of 

where he is cotemporan- 
discharged trom liability. 
This construction, underthe wholesome doc- 
trine of estoppel places, the assignee ina posi- 
tion of which he cannot complain, and is in 
harmony with the established law concerning 
assignments and the rights of parties thereto 
laid down in Burrell on Assignments, and for- 
cibly expressed by the Supreme Court of Wis- 
— in Geisse et al. vs. Beall et al., 3 Wis. 


eously 


The Court in this motion has no power over it 
under Sec. 3%, as against the assignee's — — 
sition. Struck, however, with the desirability 
for the interests of the public, as well as the 
petitioning creditors herein and the apparent 
reasonableness of accomplishi the object 
suggested in this motion, the urt’s mind 
was led to section 386 as affording 
possible authority for granting the order of 
release. The idea was that a sale of all the 
property of the estate in the hands of the as- 
signee might be made to the assignor in con- 
sideration of the bond suggested, but such a 
transaction would not be a sale within the 
meaning of the statute which expressly pro- 
vides for cash or eredit. It would rather 
be a barter or exchange of the assets now on 
hand for other assets, a chose in action which 
could only be realized on by suit. There being 
no other provision of our statute which has 
any bearing upon the question of authority, 
the Court reaches the conclusion that there is 
no warrant in law for the motion for re- 
lease, and the same must be denied. 

The effect of this decision is a disastrous'de- 
feat to the new board represented by Capt. 
Lowrey, behind which isthe Davidson power 
and interest. The receiver still remains in 
charge of the property, and the wheels of busi- 
ness are tied up. The minority in- 
terest represented by Capt. Dick 
Gray, of Pittsburg, is sustained in 
its position by the courts, and it is hard to say 
now how or when the factional interests can 
be so harmonized as to lead tothe company’s 
resuming business.

„Kill Me, and I Will Tell You Why I 
Wanted to Die.“ 


Will you please give me an envelope; I 
want to write a letter to Germany?’’ asked a 
well-dressed man who stood at the railing of 
Central Police Station about 9 o’clock last 
night. Officer Holmes gave the man the en- 
velope, and he wrote the letter and posted it. 
Shortly after he returned tothe statiog, and 
then went out into the rotunda, where Officer 
Ryan found him at 12 30 o’clock this morning. 
He was lying on the stone floor, with his 
boots near him. All his speech, his cloth- 
ing and his manner indicated that he 
was a well-informed man and far different from 


the usual rotunda lounger. ‘‘You can notstop 
nere, said the officer, ‘‘Why don’t you go 
into the station and get a permit to go down 
stuirs?’’ The man replied that he had been re 

fused permission, and he was taken in again by 
the officer. He was refused and went back to 
the rotunda. Officer Ryan asked him why he 
did not go to the Soup-house, and he replied: 
‘*] would sooner die than get filthy.’’ e was 
asked why he did not go to a cheap hotel where 
he could leave his watch and chain in payment 
for a night’s lodging, but said he had money, 
and so long as he did he could not see what 
difference it was to the officer where 
he slept. He was told that he could notremain 
in the rotunda, and he put on his boots and 
left. He was followed to Tweltth and Spruce, 
and he continued towards the Union Depot, 
where several trains were making up. About 1 
o’clock a brakeman on a freight car, driven by 
engine No. 5, of which C. E. Entrousel 1s en- 
gineer, heard acrushing of something and a 
low cry of pain. He signalled the train to stop 
and got down from the car. A few feet behind 
the train he found a man lyingina gully 
through which the tracks are drained. He 
brought to his assistance several railroad men 
and Mr. P. M. Wagner. The man moaned 
pitifully. His foot had been crush- 
ed b a car, and the shattered 
bones were scattered along the track. The 
man was identified as the one who had been at 
the station in the fore part of last night. He 
begged those around him to kill him. Toone 
of the men who spoke to him he said his name 
was Theodore Findeson, his age was thirty- 
six years, and his birth place Altenburg, Ger- 
many. 

Did you intend to kill yourself?“ 

3 5 I wanted to kill myself, I am tired of 
ife.’’ 

Wp did you attempt suicide?“ 

Pont say suicide,’’ replied the man, turn- 
ing his face to the questioner. ‘‘I did intend to 
kill myself, and if you will promise to kill me 
I will tell you the reason.’’ 

He begged them to kill him, and 
said if they did not he would not 
tell the reason. An ambulance was summon- 
ed, and the man was taken to the City Hospi- 
tal. Mr. Wagner, night watchman at the 
Union Depot, examined the ground after the 
man was taken away. About sixty feet from 
the spot where the body was discovered he 
found an open knife covered with blood and 
man’s hat. Near this there was a 
large pool of blood, and about sixty feet from 
this spot on the track was the gully in which 
the man was found, and the bones of his foot 
scattered along the track. It would seem that 
he tirst cut himself in the 
wrist and then lay down under a car. When 
the train an to move the body was dragged 
along and bruised by the brake which hung 
low in front of the second truck. When the 
gully was reached the body fell into this and 
escaped the brake. The wheel then passed 
over the foot, crushing it and grinding the 
bones to splinters. It was here that the in- 
jured man’s cries attracted the brakeman's 
attention. The man was taken to the City Hos- 
pom where he died a few hours after admis- 
sion. 

He was not in his — mind and probably 
escaped from his friends. He spoke at random 
sometimes and gave evidence that he was suf- 
fering from an aberation of the mind.
